A lawyerfrom tbisaection was in 
Charleston attending to 6orae cases 
before the Supreme JCourt and was 
nppreached by a member of the 
legislature from hie home county 
who HBked him if be could auggi st 
any law to prevent the chasing of 
deer with hounds which would be 
effective. The lawyer suggested 
that he introduce a bill making it 
misdemeanor to take, carry into 
or have in possession in any woods 
frequented by deer, any "mongrel, 
whelp or hound, or cur of low de¬ 
gree.” This bill was duly intro- 
duccd.

Ona of the subjects pertaining 
to the history of our people that 
gives me sincere regret is the lim¬ 
ited info)illation to bo had concer¬ 
ning the Teachers of ourpior.cer 
days. No class of our citizenship 
have a more potent influence in 
modeliug the character of our citi¬ 
zenship than the teachers of ele¬ 
mentary schools. There can be no 
more reliable clew as to the future 
character of a generation when ma¬ 
tured into manhood nnd womnu 
hood than the character of the pa 
rents or teachers that had eoutrol 
in the formative personal life. 
Like teacher, like papule, is the 
rule. The f. w exceptions but con¬ 
firm the rule as an actual fact. 

-For some years I have tried to 
glean from tradition whatever was 
<:vaiUible>ii> the way of illustrating 
the history of Pocahontas schools 
down to the period when tho pub¬ 
lic school system was established 
by constitutional enactment and 
became a part Of the organic law 
of the Stule. 

So far as oiy information goes 
the first teacher in what is now the 
limits of Pocahontas was one 
James Baker. About the year 17- 
84 he was teaching in the family 
of Lawrence Drinnon, whose resi¬ 
dence was upar the west bank of 
Greenbrier River, about opposite- 
the residence of tho late George 
Gibson, two miles north of Marlin- 
tou. The late Mrs Snlly McCol 
lam was one of his pupils. His 
services as teacher were suddenly 
terminated by his death one morn. 
ing aboilt day break ns he and the 
late Richard Ilill were going to 
the river to wash for breakfast. 
Just as the teacher was in the act 
of crossing the fence he was shot,- 
nnd he sank to hie knees, clinging 
to the top rail. He gave his friend 
a pitiful dying glance which haun¬ 
ted Mr Hill's imagination eve* nf-
